Unlike the advance which began in 
November, 1924, the present rise of prices 
was not ascribed by any one to expecta- 
tion of a boom in trades It was attrib- 
uted, first, to the signs of increasing 
ease in the money market, partly a 
result of the $730,000,000 reduction, Feb.

end of winter, had not occurred. 

When these predictions were unfulfilled 
, by the familiar test of events in the 
spring season, it was assumed that many 
investors who haid reduced their hold- 
ings of stocks during the period of doubt 
had reinvested their capital.

Ethylene gas is now being used suc- |: 
cessfully in the artificial blanching of 
celery. Various methods of blanching 
celery by banking the plants with dirt 
or hilling the plants with boards have 
been used, but all have their disad- 
vantages. 

Tests have been made recently at the 
University farm at St. Paul, Minn. The 
gas removes the green coloring of the 
celery stalks and leaves, leaving. the 
stalks with an excellent flavor The 
texture and keeping quality of the cel- 
ery is excellent, too.
